National Funeral Will Be 
Staged Where Aged 
Warrier Shattered Rus- 
sia’s Army. 


NEUDECK, Germany, Aug. 2.—() 
Paul von Hindenburg, aristocrat, sol- 
dier and statesman, was honored to- 
night by his fatherland in death as 
he had been in life. 

The body of the reichspresident lay 
in state in his country home where he 
died at 9 a. m. today, 2 a. m. Atlanta 
time, and a detachinent of his beloved 
reichswehr stood proudly on guard. 

Next Tuesday a great national fu-. 
neral will be held for th man who in 
nearly 87 years served his country in 
three wars and for nine years stood 
at the head of the nation through 
troubled times. : 

Death Peaceful. { 

Death came peacefully and without 
pain after weeks of suffe.ing, through 
which the venerable field marshal-gen- 
eral maintained his usual proud and 
erect carriage. 

Last night von Hindenburg, who 
was deeply religious, lifted his hands 
in prayer. 

Then with a look of contentment on 
his face, and hands folded on his 
breast, he fell into a sleep from which 
he never awoke. 

The huge fortress-like memorial at 


Tannenberg, erected near Hohenstein 
on the spot where von Hindenburg’s 
army turned back invading Russians 
20 years ago this month, will be the 
scene of his funeral,

The president's message said: 

“I learned with sincere sorrow. of 
the death of President Von Beneck- 
endorff Und Von Hindenburg, whose 
long life devoted to his country won 
for him the love of his fellow citi- 
zens and the respect of the entire 
world. I extend to the government 
and the people of Germany my sin- 
cerest sympathies in their great loss. 

“I beg of you to convey to Colo- 
nel Oskar Von Beneckendorff Und 
Von Hindenburg the deep personal 
condolence of Mrs. Roosevelt and 
myself.” 


DEATH OF GERMAN 
STIRS HITLER FEAR 


France, England See Pos- 
sibility of New Conflict. 
Italy Silent as F. D. R. 
Sends Condolences. 


By the Associated Press. 

Two of Europe’s big powers looked 
toward Germany with apprehension 
today after Adolf Hitler assumed com- 
plete leadership of the nation with 
the death of President Paul von Hin- 
denburg. 

Both France and England apparent- 
ly were fearful of what might happen 
while Italy, the third big power close 
to-the European situation, was silent.

SMITH. SEABURY QUI 
NY. CHARTER GRO 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—(#)—AI- 
fred E. Smith and Samuel Seabury— 
their efforts to modernize the city’s 
complicated government stalemated— 
tonight resigned as members of the 
charter revision commission. 

Smith, chairman and long an advo- 
cate of municipal reform, and Seabury, 
vice chairman and credited with driv- 
ing Mayor James J. Walker out of 
office, quit after the commission had | 
voted an adjournment, 17 to 10, until 
Tuesday. 

Smith said Tuesday would be too 
late to make it possible for the com- 
mission so meet the requirements of 
the law and lay a new charter be- 
fore the electorate. Seabury agreed. 
And a few minutes later, former Unit- 
ed States Attorney Charles H. Tuttle. 
who had also voted against the ad- 
journment, also announced his resig- 
nation. 

“IT made the only decision that was 
made here tonight,” said Smith. “I 
decided to resign and I am going to 
send my resignation to the secretary 
of state at Albany. Counsel has ad- 
vised that he had to act tonight and 
we didn’t.” 

The break in the commission came 
when the Smith-Seabury forces decid- 
ed it -was evident that the commis- 
sion was overwhelmingly inclined to 
vote to restore to the presidents of 
the five city boroughs their adminis- 
trative and patronage powers. 

It was at this juncture that Smith 
decided to force a show-lown,. He 
demanded that this issue be decided. 
The motion for adjournment was made 
and carried. Then, Smith announced 
he was retiring. 

Smith's acceptance of the chairman- 
ship of the commission marked his re- 
turn to public life. It was the first 
public position he had held since he 
was defeated for president in 1928. 
His friends said he was induced to 
accept the chairmanship solely because 
he had so long been an advocate of 
reorganization of the city’s antiquated 
government.

SOUGHT FOR ARMY 


Purchasing Program for 
1936 Submitted to Major 
General Foulois. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(?)—A 
1936 plane-purchasing program, call- 
ing for the buying of approximately 
1,000 planes for the army air corps, 
was submitted today to the general 
staff by Major General Benjamin DV. 
Foulois. 

The recommendations were designed 
to give the corps an air armada of 

2,340 planes as recommended by the 
Newton D. Baker committee after its 
recent inquiry. 

War department officials explained, 
however, that the 1936 program was 
entirely dependent on appropriations 
by congress and that it was doubtful 
whether the entire 1,000 planes would 
be purchased during 1936. 

After the procurement program 
has been studied and approved by the 
general staff it will go to the office 
of Assistant Secretary Woodring for 
the preparation of specifications and 
invitations for bids in the different 
types of planes. 

Woodring now is in Kansas but is 
due back in 10 days to set in motion 
the necessary specification and bid- 
ding machinery. 

Air corps officials declined to make 
public the numbers of planes recom- 
mended in different categories, but it 
was understood the corps would con- 
centrate on purchasing bombers, pur- 
suit -and attack planes. 

The Baker committee said the corps 
lacked sufficient fighting planes for 
adequate defense purposes and recom- 
mended their number be increased. 
Flying officers estifmate that the army 
ranks below Great Britain and equal 
to Japan in actual fighting prowess. 

Woodring’s office has already sent 
out or prepared invitations for bids 
on the approximately 450 planes to be 
purchased during the current fiscal 
year and in 1935 with appropriations 
already made. 

The recommendations for 1936 pur- 
chases on approval by Secretary Dern 
must go to the bureau of the budget 


and President Roosevelt before going 
to congress.

Of von Hindenburg’s Virtues 


By the Associated Press. 

In every land yesterday there were 
expressions of regret that Germany's 
sturdy oak, President Paul von Hin- 
denburg, has fallen. And almost in- 
variably the expressions of sorrow 
were coupled with the question, “how 
will distracted Germany get along 
without him?’ 

Following are some of the com- 
ments: 

VIENNA—“Through all the tragic 
events of recent days the name of 
yon Hindenburg has remained for us 
a symbol of the German people,” said 
Kurt Schuschnigg. new chancellor of 
Austria, in a statement regarded in 
some quarters a gesture of peace to 
alleviate strained Austro-German re 
lations. 

LONDON—King George, a-message 
to the late reichs president's son, Col- 
onel Oskar von Hindenburg, said that 
the old teader’s “qualities both as a 
soldier and a statesman will insure 
him an honored place in the annals of 
your country.” 

W ASHINGTON—“The world has 
lost an outstanding figure, whose 
| character, integrity, and loyal devo- 
tion to his country have commanded

Though everything thus far has 
gone smoothly, Hitler is known nev- 
ertheless to realize that a terrific task 
confronts him. 

It was impressed on him by va-

mann Wilhelm Goering, cabinet mem- 
bers—that the world looked on Von 
Hindenburg as the last brake on im- 
petuous, unbridled radicalism in Ger- 
many. 

Hitler’s more conservative adyisers 
urged that he must give proof to the 
world that under his sole leadership 
Germany will not embark on policies 
and experiments which will bring her 
into conflict with the whole world. 

Reassurance Expected.

HINDENBURG CREDITED 
WiTh PROTECTING JEWS

PROUT’S NECK, Maine. Ang. 2. 
(P)—The restraining hand of the late 
President von Hindenburg, of Ger- 
many, was laid on the recent anti- 
Semitic campaign in that country, 
Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, former 
ambassador to Germany, said today. 

Reminiscing in the vacation quiet 
of exclusive Black Point inn, Dr. 
Schurman_ recalled his first meeting 
with von Hindenburg in 1925, and his 
last, in 1933. In the first instance, 
when he went to Berlin cs ambassa- 
dor, serving until 1930, the subject of 
discussion was war-hate of Germany 
by other nations. A year ago, it was 
the anti-Semitic campaign, Dr. Schur- 
man said. 

Summoned to a friendly, chat with 
von Hindenburg, whose confidante he 
was, during his visit to Berlin last 
vear, Dr. Schurman obtained the aged 
leader's permission to speak frankly 
and then broached the Jewish ques- 
tion, 

“TI told him there was serious dan- 
ger that it woukl nullify to a con- 
siderable extent the r ~‘oration of 
friendly relations between Germany 
and the United States for which we 
had both worked hard,” said Dr, 
Schurman, and the president agreed. 

Dr. Schurman also related von Hin- 
denburg’s concern over world belief 
that German soldiers hed “crucified 
Belgian babies” in the World War. 

If was in their first meeting in 
1925, after they had exchanged diplo- 
matic courtesies, that, in a private 
conversation, von Hindenburg brought 
up the subject, Dr, Schurman said. 

“Von Hindenburg felt it a stain on 
the honor of the German army and 
found it ineredible that other nations 
should believe it—-but for the fact 
that they had believed it,” said Dr. 
Schurman. “Their belief cut him to 
the quick. It was the iron entering 
his soul. Nothing struck deeper into 
his heart.”

So often meals which are qnickly 
and easily prepared, as is desirable 
for summer, are thought to be ex- 
pensive, bnt quite the contrary. may 
be true if the meals are carefully

Lamb Patties in Tomato Sauce. 

2 pounds ground lamb. 

1 clove garlic. 

Salt and pepper. 

1 tablespoon lard. 

1 medium-sized onion. 

2 medium-sized sweet pickles, diced 

2 tablespoons vinegar. 

1-2 cup strained tomator juice. 

1 teaspoon flour, 

Have lamb from the neck, breast 
or shoulder ground at the market. 
Rub a mixing bow! with a cut clove 
of garlic. Mix the ground lamb with 
salt and pepper and shape into pat- 
ties or cutlets, Brown these on both 
sides in hot lard, then cover, reduce 
the temperature and let them cook 
until they are done, 10 or 15 minutes, 
depending upon the size. Remove 
them to a hot platter and make a 
sauce in the pan from the other in- 


| gredients, Thicken with flour moisten- 
ed with a little of the vinegar. Serve 


this sance around the lamb patties. 
Planked Ground Beef, 

2 pounds ground beef. 

1 Medium-sized onion, grated. 

1 egg, beaten. 

1-2 cup milk. 

Mashed potatoes, 

Cooked carrots. 

Cooked neas. 

4 slices hacon. 

Salt and pepper. 

Season ground meat with salt and 
pepper, and grated onion. Bind to- 
gether with beaten egg and moisten 


Salt and pepper. 

Mix the ham with slightly beaten 
egg and form into cakes the. size of 
pineapple rings. Season the sweet po- 
tatoes with butter and salt and pepper 
and shape into cakes the same size as 
the ham. Split each slice of pineapple 
in two to make thinner slices. Place 
on a slice of pineapple, the ham patty, 
sweet potato patty and then the other 
slice of pineapple. Wrap two strips of 
bacon around each serving and secure 
with toothpicks. Place in a buttered 
baking dish in a moderate oven (300 
degrees F.) long enough to cook the 
bacon and thoroughly heat the bam 
and sweet potato. Serve while hot.

2 cups chopped cooked meat. 

4 medium-sized potatoes, diced. 

1 cup stewed tomatoes. 

2 stalks celery, diced. 

1-2 cup left-over gravy 
stock. 

1 egg, beaten. 

1 medium-sized onion, grated. 

Salt and pepper. 

Mix the meat, potatoes, celery and 
onion. Combine with beaten egg, 
gravy and tomatoes. Season with salt 
and pepper and put in a greased bak- 
ing dish. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) until the hash is 
thoroughly heated.

1 cup cooked pork, lamb, or veal, 
diced. 

1-2 enp asparagus, diced.

If they do apply, then we may know 
for a certainty that all the sins 
against God and man, the sins against 
love, against justice and against hu- 
manity, will avenged. We may 
know for sure that all the fomentors 
of violence are inexorably moving to- 
ward a day of judgment and that 
those states whose self-deification and 
whose thirst for power now reach out 
to the heavens, are destined to meet 
with a new and even more frightful 
disaster, But also this: That an of- 
ficial Christianity, which, in spite of 
grave warnings, allies itself again 
with .“the powers of this world” and 
glories in that alliance, will be cast 
away as salt is cast away when it has 
become tasteless.

The forest, it is believed, 
will form an effective break to the 
hot surface winds that dry up the 
soil during the existence of a heat 
wave. The thousands of springs 
that will flow under its protection 
will be an insurance against the 
drying up of streams in drouth-af- 
flicted areas. 

These shaded areas will also offer 
refuge for both man and beast in 
times of severe drouth, as is now 
the case, when the lack of water

According to 
Dr. C. OQ. Rosendahl, of the botany 
department of the University of Min- 
nesota, ragweed is even creeping sup 
toward the northern part of Minne- 
sota, which has long enjoyed the rep- 
utation of being the hay fever haven 
of America. 

Duluth and the county around it 
is stid the best bet for the victim 
of hay fever. The air there is cool 
and bracing and free from pollen and 
dust. Of course the delightful sum- 
mer climate of Duluth is due to the 
constant flow of cool fresh air from 
the surface of the vast inland sea, 
Lake Superior. The water of this 
great lake changes only 6 degrees in 


Dr. Rosendahl is of the opinion that 
if there are many long, hot dry sum- 
it will be 
necessary to change the maps of the 
distribution of hay fever plants, Aside 
from the extraordinary resistance to 
dryness that ragweed has shown, good 
roads and increased travel probably 
contribute toward the spread of such 
weeds. The seed attach themselves 
to the wheels of the ears and are 
carried for long distances, 

A lot of poor geeks with hay fever 
incorrectly ascribe their misery to gol- 
denrod because they can see golden- 
rod farther and it happens to be in 
bloom in the ragweed season. Others 
pick on other weeds or plants with 
as little rhyme or reason, It is ad- 


visable to have the simple pollen tests, 


skin tests: made by. the physician 
to find out precisely what pollen or 
pollens may be responsible for the 
individual condition. That will en- 
able the sufferer to take more intel- 
ligent measures to avoid the pollen to 
which he is sensitive. In some cases 
it may give a clew which will bring 
relief, through immunization 
treatment. 

Besides heading for the general di- 
rection of Duluth in the hay fever 
season, the victim of pollinosis. as we 
should call the ailment which is so 
rarely due te hay or grass pollen, 
may find one or more of the follow- 
ing suggestions helpful: 

1. Many sufferers have obtained 
marked relief by taking ten grains of 
calcium lactate three times daily, after 
food. for a period of several weeks 
before or early in the season.

SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 2.—(/)— 


Forest fires continued their eastly 
sweep over widely scattered seetions 
of the entire west today, destreytuc 
millions of dollars worth of timber 
and causing other millions of damage 
to watersheds. 

In. Montana, Idaho, Wasngton 
and California, disastrous fires were 
l burning. Control was in sight for 
isome of ‘them, but in every section 
low humidity, high temperatures and 
moderate to high winds hampered 
thousands of fighters. 

The Curlew fire in the Colville for- 
est of north central Washington con- 
tinued to burn fiercely after having 
covered more than 25.000 acres. 
Wardens directed the 1,500 or more 
fgihters, Early today it switched into 
heavy merchantable timber and awar 
from human habitation. 

In western Montana, the Trout 
creek and Great Meadow blazes were 
roaring out of control at noon, with 
weather conditions still highly unfa- 
vorable but improved over yesterday. 
The Trout creek blaze had more than 
doubled in size since yesterday, hav- 
ing an 18-mile perimeter at noon. 
Eight miles of lines were being held 
by nearly 800 fighters. 

The Meadow creek fire had a perim- 
eter of nearly nine miles, with near- 
ly half of this being held by 500 
fighters. All other fires in western 
Montana and three in Yellowstone 
National park were reported to be 
under control. 

_new fire on the Nez Perce for- 
est in central Idaho was reported to 
well under control after having 
burned 600 acres of grass and brush. 

The last great white pine stand on 
the Pend Oreille river drainage ba- 
sin, some 50,000 acres of highly ral- 
uable timber, was menaced by a blaze 
reported to be traveling west into the 
Kalispel basin, west of Cusick, Wash. 
All available civilian conservation 
carps workers and employes of the 
Diamond Match Company, which 
owns the timber, were rushed to the 
front. 

Other fires in that area, includi 
several large blazes that agg nm 
the Nelway and Salmo regions of 
southern British Columbia in Canada 
were reported under control today. 

A fire that was leveling brush and 
scrub pine at Pine Cove, on the road 
to General Grant park. east of Fres- 
no, Cal.. was reported still out of 
control. Three dwellings and a gov- 
ernment telephone line were destroyed, 
Extreme dryness and other unfavor- 
able weather conditions were hamper- 
ing the 400 men fighting it. 

A blaze in the hig - valley region 
of porthera California was reported 
controlled last night after

Far-Sightedness. 
A very good bridge player once said 
to me, “All I ask during the play of 
a hand is that every time I play an 
ace I trap an opposing king.” In the 
long run I have no doubt but that 
this would mean that the player in 
question would get the maximum out 
of his cards.. However, a defensive 
player should not blindly play an ace 


every time a king is offered him. His 
es met procedure, starting at the very 

ginning of a hand, is to remember 
the final declaration and then look 
ahead and survey the probable play of 
the hand as a whole with a view to 
finding some method of taking the 
number of tricks necessary to defeat 
the contract. 

In the hand below the East player 
at trick 1 made a very fine hold-up, 
which was the only way the contract 
could be defeated.

West’s opening lead was the club 
7, and the declarer played the king 
from dummy. East resisted the nat- 
ural impulse to go up with the ace. 
Having started to analyze the situa- 
tion before the declarer played from 
dummy, he played the club 8 with but 
a second’s hesitation. 

East, I am sure, reasoned to him- 
self in the following vein: 

“We need four tricks to defeat this 
contract. I can count on one fairly 
certain heart trick and the ace of 
clubs, and, judging from my own 
spade holding and a view of the dum- 
my, there is a good chance that my 
partner has (on spade trick—either 
the ace or king, probably guarded 
twice. If this is the case, South of 
course must have the diamond ace 
and my only hope of defeating the con- 
tract lies in my ability to give West 
If I win the first club 
trick with the ace, and if my partner 
has led a singleton, the setting trick 
will be taken immediately, and there 
is even a possibility of setting the con- 
tract two tricks. However, it is most 
unlikely that West has led a single- 
ton, as this would give the declarer 
five cards in the suit—a possibility 
but not a probability. 

“Assuming therefore that the open- 
ing lead is a doubleton, if I win the 
first club trick with the ace and re- 
turn a club, West will follow suit. My 
partner will then subsequently get in 
with his trump trick but will have no 
means of giving me the lead to give 
him a club ruff before the declarer 
first gets in and draws the last trump. 
Why, therefore, shouldn’t I hold up 
my ace in clubs on the first trick and 
in so doing leave my partner a com- 
munication card—his other little club? 
My play may lose if the lead was a 
singleton, but from the bidding this 
seems unlikely. My partner may con- 
ceivably have a trump trick and the 
ace of diamonds, and if this is the 
case, the contract will be defeated no 
matter what I play. All in all, my 
chances of giving my partner a ruff 
and thus providing the setting trick 
will be greatly increased by not play- 
ing the ace at trick 1.” 

After North’s club king held the 
first trick,.South led a spade from 
dummy. East, of course, played low, 
and South, being a far-sighted declar- 
er, realized the danger of a third- 
round club ruff. In an effort to pre- 
vent this ruff, he went up with the 
ace of spades and then led the queen. 
West won the trick with the king and 
led another club, and when East re- 
turned the suit he trumped the third 
round. Since South now had no means 
of preventing East from winning a 
trick with the heart king, the con- 
tract was defeated.

MUD PUPPY. 

Down in the lazy stretches of the 
Flint river the mud puppy is at home. 
A couple of years ago there was & 
fiaherman sitting on the bank of the 
Flint, dangling his line in the water 
and thinking about how good those 
bream were going to taste that night, 
when his cork began to disappear in 
the general direction of the river bed. 
He immediately set the hook, but 
nothing startling happened. The cork 
swam in circles, but did not go under 
again. Wondering what this could in- 
dicate, he drew the hook to the sur- 
face and was startled to behold a fear- 
ful creature, the like of which he had 
never before seen. This was Georgia's 
first actual record.of the mud puppy, 
so far as the museums seem to know. 

Necturus maculosus, for by that 
name he is known to science, is our 
most primitive amphibian. It is one 
of those permanent larvae we men- 
tioned yesterday, for the gills, which 
are external, are never shed or ab- 
sorbed but remain functional through- 
out life. Those gills in the living 
animal are beautiful to behold. They 
are composed of very thin membranes, 
through which the loss of waste 
gases and the absortion of life-giving 
oxygen take place. Théy are always 
gorged with blood and bright red in 
color. It is not an uncommon os 


; 


Necturus as a fringe. They are just 
that, for there is a stem that supports 
a number of minute finger-like pro- 
| jections, each of these enclosing a 
loop of a blood vessel. By this means 
'the total surface area of the oe is 
|vastly increased and the interchange 
of gases thereby facilitated. 

The only Georgia specimen so far 
known is just a bit over 11 inches 
long. The ground color of this speci- 
men, which is fairly typical of all 
of them, is a chocolate brown, with 
small pink areas irregularly disposed 
over the back. The legs are weak 
and poorly developed. There is a slight 
fleshy crest down the tail, acting, I 
suppose, as a stabilizer in the stream 
currents. 

Necturus breeds in the water, at- 
taching the eggs to the under side of 

or stones. I have seen draw- 
ings of the animal in a topsy-turvy 
position under stones in the act of 
oviposition. Odd looking, but without 
doubt quite accurate. 

The animal is so vr in etruc- 
ture and so easily obtained, especially 
in the region of the Great Lakes, that 


purposes by students of comparative 
anatomy.
